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The subject patent application is believed to have gone abandoned pursuant to

As should be appreciated from the foregoing, the delay in notifying the Office of 
the foreign filing and of the filing of the request rescission of the previous non- 
publication request was unintentional and revival of the subject application is earnestly 
solicited.
